[The following account of the lasf war 
between Gieat Britain H the United Stateis, 
is copied from, ‘ A brief account of Canada/ 
published in the Quebec Almanac, It was 
written shortly after the war, and we be¬ 
lieve it is correct. 

If ever a new war ^hou)d break out, we 
trust that Great Britain, at le^8t, will avoid 
the errors which led to a conclusion of the 
last, inconsistent with the power and re¬ 
sources of the Empire.] — Quebec Gazette, 

On the 18th June, 18I!£, the United 
Stales of America, after several years ol 
complaints and negociations, declared war 
against Great Britain. The moment seem¬ 
ed to be favorable ; the great & then deemed 
invincible enemy of England, was preparing! 
to strike the blow which was to lay thej 
continent of Europe at his feet, pr render it, 
entirely subservient to his views against tliej 
only power which had always resisted hiiu.| 
The British armies were occupied iu a warj 
for the independence of Spain ; the treas¬ 
ures of Britain were lavished in support of 
lier allies. Upper Canada was partly peo 
pled by emigrants from the United States, 
who might be supposed unwilling to sheij 
the blood of their kindred ; the people of 
Lower Canada had but recently been rep¬ 
resented by authority as seditious, or so ea¬ 
sily turned away from their allegiance as 
to endanger the Governmeiit. There were 
but about 4000 British troops iu both Pros 
yinces, scattered about 1300 miles; the 
St. Lawience an immense military highway,' 
open to the United States, and leading into 
the heart of Caqada, undefended, and this 
endangering the existence of the Biitieh| 
forces stationed on its borders. In the view 
of keeping up the bills of Exebunge, of 
which the military Government was the 
chief vender, the specie of the country had 
been suffered to he carried into the U States. 
Since the war of 1773, there had existed ; 
in the Canadas a military merely iu name, | 
serving chiefly to drain a few thousand dol-. 
lars from the public coffers. Accordingly 
on the arrival of the news of the declaraiiou 
of w^ar, at Montreal and Quebec, the first 
thought of many individuals in those cities, 
of packing up.

terest, ami payable in Bills of Exchange on 
England, was substantiated for specie. Two 
hatttllions arriving in the country to relieve 
two others under orders for their departure, 
added to the regular force. At the instance 
of the Government, a law had passed du¬ 
ring the preceding winter, for drafting the 
militia for active service, and four week 
battallions had been assembled before the 
war. Every description of force was now 
put into activity; tho Citadel of Quebec 
was guarded by the luhabitauts of the town, 
proud of the duty, and of the confidence of 
the Government, and extending the same 
I feelings tbrougliout the country. In a month 
after the declaration of war, the lower pro" 
vince seemed tp be prepared to become the 
assailant. 

The Americans had collected, in the 
summer of 1811, their principal regular 
force on their northnwestern frontier, against 
the Indians, whom they attacked. This 
force, joined by militia and volunteers, had 
Het out on its march for Upper Canada, long 
before tho declaration of waT. It mad 
roads through immense forests, depending 
on these roads for its communications and 
supplies, and arrived at Dettoit, on the 5tl 
July, about t/300 strong. I'be Briti.sh 
force uii that frontier was merely nominal 
On the I2ih July, the enemy’s Genera 
passed over into Upper Canada, ainl issued 
a Proclanoation to tiie apparently defenre- 
less inhabitants, inviting them to join his 
standard, o( at least to remain inactive, 
assuring them of the protection of the U. 
States. After some trifling affairs with the 
handful of British troops stationed at Arii- 
hersiburg, and hearing of the surrender of 
Michilimacinack, on the 7th July, to a 
few soldiers, voyageurs and Indians, he be 
caqie alarmed for his own saf<«ty, and le** 
turned to Detroit on the 7tl) August. Sir 
George Prevost had entrusted the Gov¬ 
ernment and command of Upper Canada 
to General Brocki a downright politician 
au able, active and spiHted soldier; he had 
infused excellent spirit into the loyal in¬ 
habitants. The command of Lake Erie 
still remained with the British. On the 3ih 
August, Brock prorogued his Parliament 
at York; on the ISth he was at Amherst 
burgh, and on the I6ih, General Hull, and 
his whole army, suneudeied to a force of 
330 regulars, 400 militia, and GOO Indians 
People could hardly bejieve thtdr own 
eyes, when they saw so considerable a 
part of the Ameiipao regular force, march 
ed captive into Montreal and Quebec, 
within twQ mouths after they heard of the 
war. This pleasing sight, however, pro' 
duced some mischievous effects j the ene¬ 
my was undervalued. Men who never had 
heard the whistling of a inunket ball, or 
had a bayonet pointed at their breasts, 
dared to speak of the .Americana as cow 
ards, their m my conlemptible. Those who 
are excessively brave at the corners of the 
streets, and over their wine, uoW egntepa- 
plated and publicly announced projects and 
opinions, as ill-digested and ill-founded, as 
those which so recently had led to the sur 
render of Hull; pipjects and opinions 
which, however, produced many of our 
future disasters. 

Within less than two months after the 
surrender of Hull, the enemy bad coHeined 
a large force on the Niagara frontier. On 
the 13tb October, the force crossed over 
into Upper Canada, at Queenston, over 
powering the small detacbiiient statiorjed 
there,— Brock was at Fort George. His 
aider hastened him to the spot before his 
army. He pul liimself at the head of a 
small party which was still resisting the 
enemy, and his country was too early de¬ 
prived of his talents and his seryicei. Tb^ 
enemy obtained possession of the heights, 
but was soon dislodged, and in great part 
made prisoners, by General Sbeaff'e, on 
whou) the command had devolved. A 
tempotary truce ensued in this quarter, till 
it was interrupted by a ridiculous gascon¬ 
ade and imputent attempt at invasion, on 
the 20th and 28ih November, near Fort, 
Erie, by the American General Smyth. 
Another nearly parallel attempt was* made 
about the same time by the British naval 
force on Lake Ontario, against Sacket’s 
Harbour. The rest of the wjnter passed i 
away without any military event, except, 
oil the 22d January General Proctor, after 
a smart action, captured 495 prisoners, 
with the American General VVincbesier, 
on the Detroit frontier, and an attack on 
Ogdensburgh, which in reality meant no-j 
thing, unless it had been a prelude to an 
attack on Sacket’s Harbour. 

From the time of the surrender of Hull, 
the Americans, however much they choosed 
to blame that officer, seeto to have been | 
fully aware of the true cause of his disas j 
ter; they strained every nerve to obtain 
jthe mastery of the Lakes. The ice no! 
! sooner disappeared on Lake Ontario, than 
hey were out with a superior naval force | 


from Sacket’s Harbour. On the 27th 
/4prii, thvy landed and took posaeisiop of 
York, the capital of Upper Canada, destroy-* 


ed the public buildings, wreaked their ven¬ 
geance on a printing prews, and destroyed 
the frame of a ship, building fqr tho Bri¬ 
tish service on the lake, GeneVal Sheaffe 
retiring, after some resistance, toward* 
Kingston. Tlie enemy’s fleet proceeded to 
Niagara, where il landed troops, and then 
returned to Sackets Harbour, from whence 
it conveyed additional forces to ilie same 
quarter. On the 28th May, General Vin¬ 
cent was driven from the position of Fort 
George, and the place captured; the Bii^ 
tish retiring along the Lake towards Biit- 
lington Bay, leaving the whole Niagara 
frontier, containing a very large p. /onion 
of the whole population of Upper Canada, 
in the power of the enemy. General Proc¬ 
tor hat! at this time returned from the ra'« 
pids of the Miami, where he had captured 
467 ^Imeiican soldiers, & killed or wouud- 
ed as many more, but tho ehemy was still 
collectingt and his communications threat¬ 
ened. From Fort George, the ^imerican 
army proceeded la pursuit of General Vin¬ 
cent, depending on the Lake for its snp- 
and determined to take pcjs^essioit 
of /^uilington heights, wdiich would have 
left no communication for General PvocUiv. 
General Vincent was at Burlington heights. 
Tlie enemy had advanced to Stoney Cirt*k, 
conflding in hj^ superiority, and his dis¬ 
tance froni the British. Lieut. Col. Har¬ 
vey, Dept. Aldjt. Gen conceived and chief¬ 
ly executed the project of sui ptising the 
enemy in the night. Before day on the 
6ih of June, he entered tlie enemy’s camp. 
conHistiiig of about 3000 men, with 7 04 
bayonets, killing and wounding a gieat 
number of the enemy, and retired carryiitg 
off 2 Generals and ]20 piisoners. This 
affair so effectually disconcerted tlie Aint^r- 
leans, that they returned hastily to . .St. 
George, opening to tlie British the com¬ 
munication with part of the Niagara frtm- 
tier, and in fact, saving for the time iho 
whole upper part of the Province. The 
surrender of 641 of the enemy, under 
Boerstler, to the Indians and a few British 
soldiers, confined the enepiy to Fort George. 

While the Ameriepn troops and their iia*. 
val force were absent at the head of the 
Lake, an attempt was niade on Sacket’a 
Harbour. Col. Baynes, ^<ljt. General 
had nominally the command,'but Sir Geo. 
jPrevosl, tlie Commander in Chief, was 
present. He called off the troops after they 
iiad reached the defences of the place, and. 
had sustained considerable loss. This af¬ 
fair, by the opportunity which it afforded 
to Sir George’s poliiical enemies to lessen 
the estimation in which it was held, and 
by the misundeistanding, of which it laid 
the foundation, between him and the naval 
service, proved very unfortunate to the 
British interest iu the Canadas during the 
remainder of the war. 

The campaign continued for some time 
w'ithout any event of much moment. On 
the 3d June, two American armed vessel* 
catTyjng 22 guns, were gallantly captured 
by the British troops at isle aux Noix, un¬ 
der the command of Lt. Col, Qeorge Tay* 
lor, Major iOOth Regim^iMt, after a well 
contested action of three hours, which aU 
most annihilated the enemy’s paval potver 
on Lake Champlain. On the Ilih July, 
there was an attack on Blacjk Rock, and 
on the 30ih of that month, Col. Murray 
destroyed the Ameiiaau barracks at 
burg. 

On the lOth Sept. Commodore Petty, 
with a naval force long blockaded at Erie, 
captured the whole of the British force on 
Lake Erie. General Proctor could no 
longer be supplied on the Detroit froutieii ; 
bis only remaining communication was <hy 
land several hundred miles through foieaita. 
His situation was now become that of Htall 
at Detroit; he had one advantage, hoHv- 
ever, which Hull had not; the friendslliip 
of the Indians. He unaccountably delay¬ 
ed hi* retreat for a fortnight aftet' the iosa 
of the fleet, and till the near approach of 
a superior force of the enemy. On the 
5th October, be was only three day* march 
(56 miles) from Detroit, pursuing Ins re^ 
treat along the Trenche, His horce con- 
sisteti of less than a tliou^iRiid BtiiiMli and 
militia, and about 1200 iiidians; tlie Arn^im 
leans w**re upwards of .'iOOU. A suddten 
charge of mounted lifle-meri, broke the 
BritiMh line; the whole was thrown into 
confusion, and the greater part of the Bii- 
tish became priMoners. The Indiana ia an¬ 
other part of the field, fought bravaly, but 
the ^diiieiicHiis finally prevailed. They 
returned immediately aft.ei the action to 
Detroit, with their prisoners, and Piocior 
with a few stragglers and a number of In.- 
dians, assembled at ilncagter, on tho 17th 
Oct.

When asked tv hat was his creed or belief, 
he replied that he believed in God, the 
Father, Son and Hedy Ghost, and that 
Christ is the propitiation for the sins of all 
who repent and endeavour to obey the com¬ 
mandments of God. He declared himself 
a grievous sinner, and that he could only 
hope for pardon through the merits and 
sacrifice of Jesus Christ, on his sincere re¬ 
pentance and resolution of amendment. In 

the course of frequent conversations, he de 
clared himself convinced that he could not 
place any reliance on his own strength ei¬ 
ther for the sincerity of his repentance or 
for the power of keeping his reKoluiions of 
amendment should it please God to prolong 
his life, hut that he must depend upon the 
assistance of the Holy Spirit, and that he 
earnestly prayed for that assistance. It 
was long before he could he brought to 
acknowledge the crime for which he was 
doomed to suffer in any other light than 
that of a political offence. He did howev¬ 
er, at length (and before the day was fixed 
for his l♦xecutioI:) acknowledge that as re¬ 
bellion is a sin against God, and as he had 
joined the rebel ranks, he was a participa¬ 
tor in the rebellion. He subsequently ac¬ 
knowledged that the sin of ‘ blood guilti¬ 
ness’ was upon his conscience, itiasmuch as 
he had token a part in those rebellious move 
merits which had caused the death of so 
many people. 

With respect to the cause in which he 
had been engaged, he declared he had been 
led into it hy the representations of Duver- 
nay, R. Nelson, and others,..that he was 
natonished to find that the Canadians, in¬ 
stead of an oppiessed people, as he had 
been led to believe, were, or ought to he, 
the most happy and contented peasantry 
in the world, and were it not for the gross 
delusions practised upon them hy such men 
118 those above mentioned, they would be 
contented and happy.
